The steel steamer W. H. Gilcher, with coal 
from Buffalo to Milwaukee, passed through 
the Straits of Mackinaw at 2:20 p. m. last 
Friday and put out into Lake Michigan. An 
hour afterward the storm was at its height.

The steamer foundered near the island, 
while the schooner was cast almost bottom 
side up far upon the beach. The names of 
either boats. cannot yet be learned, as the 
gale, followed so closely by another, this time 
from the east, has demoralized shipping, and 
it is too soon as yet to determine what boats 


are missing. 
The schooner John Shaw, in tow of the 
‘steamer John F. Eddy, reached here yester- 
day afternoon. The Shaw and Eddy had 
weathered the gale at anchor under the Man- 
itous. 
„When off the South Manitou on our way 
to Chicago, Capt. George Dennis of the 
Shaw said last night, we passed through a 
large quantity of wreckage. Doors, stools, 
window sash, and part of a steamer’s bridge, 
with the bell still upon it, were floating 
in the lake. The stanchions to the 
bridge, which was minted white, 
were of stripped oak. The bfidge was about 
five feet wide fore and aft, bub Ido not know 
how long it was, The doors sash in the 
top panels. The glass, of course, was broken 
out. We couid see nothing which would give 
any indication of what the name of the un- 
fortunate craft was. There isi not a particie 
of doubt but the wreckage was from some 
‘steamer which had fourdered not far from

Capt. Dennis also reported that a medium- 
sized schooner, with its bilge and part of its 
bottom showing, was on the beach of the 
island. It had a cargo of hemlock lumber. 
The bottom had been newly talked. He did 
not learn the name of the schponer. 

The tinding of the wreckage by the Shaw, 
taken in connection with thd discoveries of 
the steamer Pawnee when crijising around the 
Manitous Monday, leaves no doubt that the 
wreckage is from some boat which went to 
the bottom. 5 

A report was current yestenday that the lost 
steamer was the Jay Gould df the Lake Su- 
perior line. Inquiry at the @ffice last night 
showed that the Gould was dt Ashland, and 
that all the other boats of the line were ac- 
counted for. The steamers of the Northern 
Michigan and Seymour lines had all been 
heard from since the storm. The lost boat 
was evidently not a passenger steamer. 

The steamer Saranac, which arrived last 
night from Buffalo, passed the Manitous at 
night. The only wreckage seen in that vicin- 
ity consisted of ties and ‘telegraph poles, 
which well covered the sufface of the lake.

SWIMMING THROUGH A SEA OF FIRE. 


Three Men Caught in Midriver Which 
Was Covered with Blazing Oil. 
Puriapetrais, Pa., Nov. \l.—The Schuyl- 
kill River at Point Breeze, the\extreme south- 
ern point of the city, is always covered with a 
scum of oil from adjacent works and since the 
oil fire there Sunday more than the usual 
quantity has been floating on the surface. 
William Miller, Albert Krumbach, and War- 
ren Hilt started from the eastern 
shore this evening in a rowboat to cross 
the river. When 150 feet from the shore one 
of the men lighted his pipe and tossed the 
blazing stick into the water. As the match 
fell, a burst of flames shot up alongside the 
skiff and almost instantly the surface around 
the boat was blazing fiercely. The flames of 
the burning oil licked the gunwales of the 
light craft, and the men, realizing that it 
would be quickly consumed, plunged into the 
burning fluid and tried to swim ashore. The 
fire circle grew larger and spread more rapidly 
‘than they could swim and they found that 
they were being roasted alive. Hilt sank be- 


more; but his two companions by repeatedly 
diving and swimming beneath the surface 
succeeded in reaching the shore. Both men 
were horribly burned about the shoulders, 
head, face, and arms. The fire spread down 
the river. The wrecking steamer Maryland 
caught fire and was damaged to the extent of

City Had the Case Advanced. 
The case is pretty familiar to the Chicago 
public. It is several years since Justice 
Harlan, sitting in the Circuit Court at 
Chicago, gave the decision which 
denied the absolute right of the railroad to 
the Lake-Front and left something to 
the City of Chicago. His decision at the time 
was looked upon in the nature of a coinpro- 
mise, but the illinois Central did not regard 
it in that light, and after waiting the limit of 
time allowed took its appeal. 
In view of the importance of having the 
question settled in advance of the Worid’s 
Fair, counsel in behalf of the city last spring 
preferred the request to have the case au- 
vanced. This was done, but the arguments 
were not set till the October term. 
The case was heard by the court three weeks 
ago. Full reports of the arguments were 
published in Taz Trisunz at the time. The 
court usually takes a month to pass on a ques- 
tion of such great importance. The decision 


will probably be read next Monday, though 


there may be a week’s delay. 

Whether the Justices who do not agree with 
the Harlan decision will file a dissenting opin- 
ion is said to be uncertain. It is also possible 
that the gossip about the position of the indi- 
vidual Justices is at fault. But that the 
court, as a court, decides in favor of Chi- 
cago’s contention is declared to be unques- 
tionable. 

The authoritative pronouncement which 
fixes the status of the railroad and of the city 
and ends the long litigation will be received 
with universal relief. That it is ended in a 
way to establish the author.ty of the munici- 
pality and to crush the aggressions of 
the railroad will be all the more cause for re- 
joicing. If Justice Harlan’s decision had not 
been confirmed the Illinois Central, would 
have practically owned the Harbor of Chica- 
go. The Federal authorities will be equally 
pleased. 

Sum of $73,000,000 Involved. 
During the course of the arguments here it 
was stated that the case involved no less than 
$73,000,000. The means by which the Illinois 
Central originally got control of the Lake 
Front were not directly passed on by the 
court. contention of the railroad 
was in substance, if not in words, that whether 
the Legislature was bought a quarter of a 
century ago or not had no bearing on the 
case. It was simply a question whether the 
railroad was on the lake front as a right of 
way or by virtue of absolute ownership. 
The City of Chicago and the State of Illinois 
did not undertake to deny the main proposi- 
tion, but they did deny the extent of the right 
claimed by the railroad. While the aet of the 
Legislature was not, therefore, directly in 
question; Justice Harlan’s success in finding 
a means of dealing equitably with the city is 
held by the court to be good law. 

There has been no case before the Court in 
recent years in which such momentous com- 
mercial and financial consequences were in- 
volved. The famous Maxwell grant n New 
Mexico does not compare with the Lake-Front 
in importance.

By an ordinance passed in 1856 and somewhat 
extended by a subsequent ordinance of 1863 
the Illinois Central was granted a right of way

Suit was brought in 1880 to compel the 
road to yield the property rights in some of 
the submerged lands which had been re- 
claimed to the city. The case was taken into 
the United States Court before Judges Blod- 
gett and Harlan, Meiville W. Fuller, now Cmef 
Justice Fuiler, acting for the city. 

Judge Harldn decided the case in favor of 
the city, holding that the law of 1869, under 
which the Illinois Central laid claim, had been 
properly repealed, that the Illinois Central 
could claim no rights under it, nor any rights 
in the submerged lands north of Park row, 
that all riparian rights north of that line were 
in the State and in the city through thé State. 

This decision was rendered in 1883. The 
Illinois Central did not attempt an appeal un- 
til two years thereafter, when, through the 
good offices of District-Attorney William G. 
Ewwg, an appeal was taken which has since 
been pending in the courts. Last spring Cor- 
poration-Counsel Miller proceeded to Wash- 


ington and had the case advanced on the 


court docket for a hearing. About a month 
ago, in company with S. S. Gregory, he ap- 
peared before the Supreme Court and made 
an argument in favor of the city.

DIFFERENT REPORT IN NEW YORK. 


The World“ Has It That the Illinois 
Central Has Won, 

New York, Nov. 2.—[Special. ]—The World's 
Washington correspondent telegraphs his 
paper as follows: 

The Supreme Court of the United States, sitting 
in secret conference, has decided the important 
case of the Hlinois Central road against the State 
of Illinois and the City of Chicago, and the de- 
cision will probubly be handed down from the 
bench Monday next. Much excitement has there- 
fore been created here tonight by a re- 
port, coming from a high authority and 
accompanied by much circumstantial detail. 
to the effect that the Supreme Court 
had overruled Justice Harlan, who decided the 
case in the Circuit Court in favor of the city and 
State, and will hand down a decision favorable to 
the railroad. Justice Harlan is known to have 
made a strong fight in conference to have his de- 
cision confirmed and has been ably seconded by 
Justices Brown and Brewer, but is now said to 
have been outwitted by Justices Lamar, Field, 
Gray, and Shiras. Justice Lamar will, it is said, 
write the opinion of the court, while Justice Har- 
lan will deliver the dissenting views.

BISMARCK ON PROTECTION, 

A little more than ten years ago Prince 
Bismarck in a speech in the German Parkia- 
ment paid the following high tribute to the 
value and wisdom of the protection policy of 
our Republican party: 

The success of the United States in material 
development is the most illustrious of modern 
time. The American Nation has not only saccess- 
fully borne and suppressed the most gigantic and 
expensive war of all history, but immediately 
afterward disbanded its army, found work for all 
its soldiers and marines, paid off most of its debt, 
given labor and homes to all the unemployed of 
Europe as fast as they could arrive within the 
territory, and still by a system of taxation so in- 
direct as not to be perceived, much less felt. Be- 
cause it is my deliberate judgment that the pros- 
perity of America is due to its system of protect- 
ive laws I urge that Germany has now reached 
that point where it is necessary toimitate the 
tariff system of the United States. 

This is all true, and the history of the last 
decade vindicates the wisdom of Bismarck in 
reading the situation so accurately then. Our 
protective tariff has prevented the European 
„ fire-in-the-rear’’ from crushing our indus- 
trial prosperity. It has given confidence to 
American industry, security to its capital, and 
employment to its laboring classes. The 
working of our tariff was but indirectly stated 
by Bismarck. When the war ended a million 
of Northern men stacked their rifles fand re- 
turning Lome went to work. Thereu they 
began to earn wages to the amount of three 
or four hundred million dollars a year. They 
spent that vast sum in satisfying their wants 
and supporting those dependent upen them, 
and that fact immediately necessitated the 
employment of nearly a mullion other men, 
the products of whose labor were exchanged 
with those of the returned soldiers. This new 
industrial lavor also gave employment to hun- 
dreds of millions of capital. As there was not 
that numberof working people previously idle 
the change invited able-bodied foreigners to 
come to this country 0 help do the work. 
This fact expiains the immense immigration 
that set in soon after the close of the war and 
why they all found employment. Each of 
those emigrants, when set to work, required 
the labor of another man already in this coun. 
try to supply his creature needs, and this 
invited still more immigration. 

The increased capital needed to set all these 
people to work was easily supplied. When the 
soldiers quit the field the capital that had 
used for the production of military supplies, 
including rifles, cannon, and munitions of 
war, was set free and left at liberty to be en- 
gaged in industrial pursuits. Instead of rifles 
and powder the people began to make ma- 
chines and steam engines. They turned out 
reapers and mowers instead of cannon and 
shot, and flourin the place of gunpowder. 
Out of this change in the direction of energy 
came the enormous, colossal development of 
American industry, which has increased the 


population of the United States from 33,- 


000,000 in 1866 to 66,000,000 in 1892, and in the 
same time raised the total wealth of the couan- 
try from twenty to sixty-five billion dollars, 
At the time of the war with France Ger- 
many had a very low tariff. At its close Ger- 
many received a vast cash indemnity from 
France. Prices rose; foreign, chiefly french, 
products flowed like a mighty river into Ger- 
many, and it was not long before all the 
French money began to flow out again in ex- 
change for cheap foreign goods. In a short 
time France had most of the money back 
again; Germany was in a strait, with its 
business disorganized and its people becom- 
ing poor. A paniccame upon them. Hard 
times set in. Then Bismarck entered with his 
protection policy and Germany was saved. 


Business revived and labor was in demand. It 


experienced a new era of prosperity, and its 
progress since then has demonstrated the wis- 
dom of Bismarck in recognizing the protec- 
tion policy of the United States as the one 
thing needful to make. Germany blossom like 
the rose. On the other hand England has 
clung to free trade with the tenacity of a doc- 
trinaire, and as a consequence has seen one of 
its industries after another paralyzed and 
crushed out by the competition of energies 
encouraged and built up by the. protective 
policy of its continental competitors. And as 
a consequence there is a strong sentiment 
growing upin England in favor of what is 
called fair trade, a modified protection of 
certain British industries. 


WHY NEW CAPITAL IS NOT GOING INTO 
THE SOUTH. 

Adlai S. says in his eleventh-hour letter of 
acceptance that he found durmg his trip 
through the South, whither he went to scare

A LITTLE LESSON FOR WATTERSON. 

Mr. Henry Watterson professes to be grieved 
to the uttermost depths of possible feeling by 
Tun Tarpuns claim that the Republican party 
protects both the workingman and his em- 
ployer in competition with overcrowded Euro- 
pean*cheap labor. He says in his paper, the 
Louisville Courier-Journal: 

When the American laborer is confronted by 
competition from abroad he learns there is no tax 


the importation of foreigu labor; 500,000 or 
3 in annually to depress the American 


labor market, 

Those 500,000 people who come here from 
abroad each year include about 166,000 work- 
ers, or one worker to three persons. The re- 
sult of their arrival is not to depress the labor 
market, but, confrariwise, to improve it. The 
reason obviously is that those 166,000 laborers 
go to work as soon as they can find employ. 
ment after arrival. They earn, say, $2 a day each 
on the average, or $332,000 in the aggregate. 
They immediately pay out this money for the 
surplus products of all kinds of resident 
Americans. The money they pay out each 
day finds its way into the pockets of, say, 166, 000 
American workers and shopkeepers in pur- 
chase of their products. Thus a new market 
is at once created in this country and business 


is made to prosper and additional wealth is 


created. 

It is clear that the ae activity of 
those industrial newcomers sets to work 
166,000 Americans who were previously idle 
or but partially employed. The arrival of 
500,000 new mouths to be fed and backs to be 
clothed and bodies to be warmed means that 
500,000 more persons have to be supplied by 
the labor of American producers, Of course 
the immigrants have to feed, clothe, and house 
themselves, paupers not being now admitted 
into this country, and they can only do this 
by exchanging their products, or the wages 
received therefor, for the products of other 
workers in this country. 

Now jet Mr. Watterson consider what this 
means. Each of this half a million persons 
will consume more than a.barrel of flour per 
year, aud need each two pairs of shoes or 
boots in the same time, and require a large 
quantity of clothing and bedding. They re- 
quire to be housed, and this makes a new de- 
mand for 100,000 houses or suites of rooms to 
live in. In short, the 166,000 workers of the 
half million of immigrants will receive an 
aggregate of fully $80,000,000 a year in wages. 
and that amount of money will be disbursed 
in the purchase of things which must be pro- 
duced by other American wage-earners. It 
goes to pay for the flour, meat, eggs, poultry, 
garden truck, shoes, linen, woolen clothing, 
fuel, rent, the canstruction of houses, and 
the cost of kitchen utensils and household 
furniture and many other things too numer- 
ous to mention. 

These half million of immigrants join other 
half millions who have preceded them in 
forming a large part of the working force of 
the Nation. All that is needed to their profita- 
ble ‘and steady employment is capital. We 
have an abundance of that in the country. 
Most of it is in the hands of Republicans, and 
when they think thcir capital is assured of 
permanency and security as an investment 
against the undermining competition of Euro- 
pean cheap labor under free trade in setting 
these immigrant people to work the money 
is gladly used for that purpose. These 166,000 
immigrants of a year come in, and thereupon 
$1,000 for each worker, or $166,000,000 of eapi- 
tal, isiavested by Republicans in the various 
industrial enterprises with the expectation of 
reaping a profit out of the labor and money. 
That profit forms a nucleus or a part of  fut- 
ure capital to be used in finding employment 
for other arrivals. Hence when the next year 
another 500,000 immigrants arrive the. num- 
ber containing another 166,000 workers the 
process is repeated. And it is continued into 
other ‘years, the expansion of industry and 
prosperity being limited only by the amount 
of capital that is available to sct the new 
machines in motion. And thus our cities and 
towns grow and prosper and the farmers’ 
home, market steadily and rapidly enlarges. 

The capital comes when its owners have the 
assurance of security for its profitable em- 
ployment. That this statement by Tus 
Tuners is correct is proven by the rapid ad- 
vance in prosperity of the country during past 
years of protection. It is proven for the dec- 
ade ending in 1890 by the census figures and 
for the time since then by the statistics—ef the 
Labor Commissioners of New York, Indiana, 
Massachusetts, and New Jersey. If this process 
can go on for another generation, uninterrupted 
by Democratic free trade wickedness or pop- 
ular folly, this will be by far the greatest and 
richest country on the face of the globe. 

These are the plain facts of political econ- 
omy, Why cannot Mr. Watterson understand 
them? Perhaps it should be no wonder 
that the new coming laborers are 
not able to recognize them, and 
that although set to work by Repub- 
lican policy and Republican capital they 
should persist in voting for Democratic candi- 
didates—for the party which would destroy 
the policy that gives them einployment.

Since these good results will follow the suc- 
cessful introduction of a system of elevated 
terminals every one is anxious that Gen. Tor- 


rence should push his road to completion as 


rapidly as possible so that it can be agcer- 
tained by expetience how far it will fill the 
bill. 


HOW DOES ALTGELD STAND ON STATE 
WILDCAT BANKS ! 


Mr. Altgeid has made numerous speeches 


during the campaign, and he has discussed 
many topics which are of a national rather 
than of a State character. He has discussed 
the tariff question, and has declared himself 
in favor of free trade as laid down ia the 
Democratic platform. He haa not said a 
word, however, about that plank of the na- 
tional platform which demands that permis- 
sion be given to the forty-four States to do 
through banks chartered by them what they 
cannot constitut onaliy do themselves—issue 
notes to serve as money. 

Mr. Altgeid says he “ loves the poor Luther- 
an (before an election) and he idolizes the 
Lutheran workingman (before an election). 
These objects of his affection need good 
money as much as any other one thing. No 
real friend of theirs could be in favor of wild- 
cat notes. If Altgeld is for wildcat he is their 
enemy. If he ig against it why does not he 
say so? His leases show that he is ic favor of 
receiving gold for himself—he will take noth- 
ing else from his tenants. Is he as willing 
that nothing but gold, or paper as good as 
gold, shall be paid to the “poor man ? Is 
he in favor of rejecting the wildcat plank of 
his platform? 

That is one of the “live questions which 
the workingmen want Altgeld to discuss be- 
fore next Tuesday, and they are a little sur- 
prised that he has not touched on it long be- 
fore this time. He was a Judge—he may have 
been a lawyer—and the voters would like to 
know what he, as an expert, has to say regard. 
ing this Democratic claim that the 10 per cent 
tax which bars out State bank notes is uncon- 
stitutionsl. The United States Supreme Court 
has said that the tax is constitutional. Per- 
haps Mr. Altgeld may, with the assistance of 
Billy Springer, be able to show that the de- 
cision of tke court is unconstitutional. | 

The voters would also like to ask Mr. Alt- 
geld why not a single politician or paper at 
the South has denied that State bank notes 
would be issued if the tax on them were re- 


pealed. The voters of this city and State 


would also ask how they can protect them- 
selves against those Stute wildcat notes if 
issved, for they know that their fathers were 
unable to protect themselves, but were con- 
stantly swindled by this Democratic trash 
money. 

Will Mr. Altgeld ‘oblige the workingmen of 
Chicago by devoting one of his remaining 
evenings to the discussion of this “live ques- 
tion, and convince them that the Northern 
doughface Democrats intend to resist this 
Solid South deman‘d for the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax. If he fails to do so the neces- 
sary conclusion will be that he also is in favor 
of wildcat because it is in the party platform 
and he is bound by it; because it has been in- 
dorsed by Cleveland in his letter of accept- 
ance and is therefore doubly binding; and be- 
cause he knows the Solid South wants it and 
he dare not run counter to the wishes of his 
natural bosses. This is an important “live 
question and he should throw light on it.

CIGARS. 

The effect of the present tariff law on the 
tobacco trade was discussed last Sunday after- 
noon in this city at a large meeting of em- 
ploying cigarmakers and their workmen, It 
was all to the effest that the McKinley law 
was a good thing for the trade and should be 
continued. This indorses the statements in 
an article in Tux Trisune of Sunday, Oct. 23, 
giving full statistics of the workings of the 


law. The figures there presented showed that 


24 per cent more cigars were made in the 
First District of Illinois. (which includes 
Chicago) in the year ending with last June 
than in the one ending with June, 1889, the 
year preceding the passage of the McKinley 
vill. 
crease in manufacture during the same time 
amounted to the tremendous number of 681,- 
414,000 cigars. That report testified to the 
general prosperity brought into the ranks of 
retailers, jobbers, manufacturers, and workers 
in cigars and completely refuted the recent 
claims by an Eastern Democratic paper that 
the operation of the McKinley law had been 
injurious to the trade. It fully bore out Tun 
TRIBUNE proposition that the setting of one

WHERE THE TARIFF 18 SOMETHING 
MORE THAN A TAX. 

Mr. Henry Watterson says the tariff is a 
tax. So it is—on sotnebody—but it is some- 
thing more. The money raised to support the 
American army and navy is a tax, but it is 
something more—it is a protection at home 
and abroad. The tariff is a tax, but it is also 
a protection to American capital and labor 
against the undermining competition of Eu- 
rope. Those who wish to see the flag of the 
country insulted by the smallest power that 
has an ironclad afloat will speak of the naval 
appropriation as a tax and demand its repeal, 
Those who wish to see American industry 
stricken down, the American worker reduced 


to half wages and abject want, and American 


capital denied employment except in running 
pawnshops and making loans on chattel mort- 
gages will have nothing better to say of the 
tariff than that itis a tax. When Mr. Wat- 
terson was here the day of the World’s Fair 
dedication ceremonies and made his brilliant 
oration he saw the splendor and prosperity 
ntry 
of which he is proud—when on the n@fth side 
of the Ohio—and he recognized the 
the tariff was something besides being 4 tax. 
Haviüg returned to the south bank of the 
Ohio he can only see thatthe tariff is an op- 
pressive tax. After the election is past and he 
has sung a dirge over Mr. Cleveland he should 
study up on the subject of taxation and find 
out that taxes which protect industry are 
sometimes profitable, and sometimes not, but 
that no tax has ever returned such hundred- 
fold profits a» the tariff tax of the United 
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fixed their passenger rates for the World’s 
Fair at one anda third fare for the round trip, 
and hint at the possibility of a further reduc- 
tion if the business be found to warrant it. 
This is well. The resolve will force down the 


other Eastern lines, which had previously de- 


‘termined to ma concession of not more than 
15 per cent from singie rates both ways. But 
it is not enough. The standard ought to be 
one fare for the going and coming, or practi- 
cally half the usual fare each way, This was 
the rule for the French Exposition, for adjoin- 
ing countries as well as for France, and it 
paid the railroad companies. It has been 
shown that one full fare for the journey both 
ways is as high asthe transportation com- 
panies can go on that kind of business with- 
out materialiy cutting down the volume of 
travel. It was proven at the Philadelphia 
Exposition. The railroad managers set out 
with high rates, which so discouraged visitors 
that they voluntarily dropped to lower ones 
towards the close of the Fair, whereupon the 
side of travel at once rose so much as to con- 
vince the railroad officials they had acted on 
a short-sighted policy. More recently the re- 
sult of low rates was shown in the tremendous 
attendance at the conclave in Denver, when 
tickets for the round trip were sold at $11 or 


$12. The lines had all the passengers they 


could accommodate, and made money, not- 
withstanding the low rate of fare charged to 
each passenger. 

The railroad managers ought to femember 
that New England, New York, New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania contain fully 18,000,000 
people, most of whom are lively and well to 
do. These are the folks they want to reach. 
They will not get hold of them at neafly full 
rates, and probably of but a small number at 
the one and a third rate. At half fare both 
ways they would carry a great many of them. 
This point is commended to the consideration 
of Mr. Depew, who should understand it by 
virtue of being at the head of a big railroad 
corporation, and who is a friend of the Fair. 
He should tell his brethren what they may ex- 
pect—that with half rates they could count on 
big crowds from the East on both sides ot the 
Canadian border, and that otherwise they are 
likely to do but a relatively small Fair busi- 
ness. 

Tun Tarscne urges this Wint not more in 
the interest of the Fair than in that of the 
stockholders in the various lines of railroad. 


Those gentlemen will make far more money 


in the shape of dividends on low rates than on 
high ones. Hence those among them who 
have influence with the managers should in- 
sist on cutting loose from the old-fashioned 
rule of furnishing the least possible service 
for the most money, and instead thereof adopt 
the plan of giving the most service they can 
afford for the least money. The average man 
weighs less than the barrel of flour which is 
carried from Chicago to the seaboard for 50 
cents, requires to be lifted into and from the 
car, and calls for storage at the terminals if 
needed. Why should the transportation of 


flour be so cheap and that of humanity so 


dear? 


WHY THE DEMOCRATS WANT TO GET 
THE LEGISLATURE. 

In the speeches at the recent Democratic 
German Lutheran meeting in this city great 
stress was laid by various Democratic speak- 
ers upon the importance to the Democrats of 
capturing the Illinois Legislature, 

It may be well for the German Republican 
Lutherans to knuw why the Democrats are all 
so anxious to control that body. 

It is not for the repeal of the obnoxious 
clauses of the Edwards law. That will be 
done whichever party may get into power. 

It is to gerrymander the State and make an 
apportionment by which the Democratic 
minority of voters will rule the Republican 
majority of voters for ten years to come by 
means of a jug-handled legislative and Con- 
gressional apportionment. It is their purpose to 
so cut up the Congressional districts that they 
may get two-thirds of them, while the State may 
go 25,000 Republican on the popular vote. As 
the Constitution provides that the Legislature 
can make but one apportionment every ten 
years the Democrats will make it impossible 
to change that apportionment durmg the next 
ten years. They propose the same shameless 
trick which the Democrats have practiced in 
New York and Indiana and thrice in Wiscon- 
sin and twice in Ohio and also in Michigan. 

The Republican apportionment in this State 
is eminently fair and provides for a correct 
expression of the popular will and of the rights 
of the majority. When Illinois went Demo- 
cratic two years ago for State Treasurer the 
Congressional districts stood 14 to 6 in favor 
of the Democrats. If it had gone Republican 
they would have had a majority of the delega- 
tion. The present apportionment oscillates 
with the popular vote and general results of 
the election. 

The Democratic apportionment, however, 
would be so one-sided and fixed that this could 
not result, but their misority party would 
rule the State. If the Republicans should 
carry the State by 25,000 majority they would 
still only have a minority of the Congressmen 
and members of the Legislature. The minor- 
ity Democratic Party would then rule the 
majority Republican party in the Congres- 
sional districts and the General Assembly, 
however large a majority the Republicans 
might have on their State ticket or the pop- 
ular vote. That is the way the Democratic 
jug-handled gerrymander would operate. 

The pretense that the Democrats want con- 


trol of the Legislature only in order to res 


peal the Edwards law is a dishonest piece of 
partisan false pretense. Does any German 
Republican Lutheran want to go into this 
business of helping the Democrats to gerry- 
mander the State in order to help that party 
carry out the free trade policy and bring in 
low wages and wildcat money? For what else 
are they so anxious to get control of the Leg- 
islature?

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WRITES IN HIS OWN DEFENSE. 
Convict Henderson Denies Charges Against 


Henderson was sent to Joliet to serve 4 
sentence of eight years’ imprisonment, and 
he is in Chicago to testify in the suit brought 
by Mrs. Berry against Banker Tolman for the 
recovery of $30,000, It is claimed that Hen- 
derson is suffering from consumption, and he 
is striving to obtain a pardon. 
Henderson analyzes certain of the 
cha which have been made against him in 
12 case and enters denials to hem 
specifically. He writes that he was born in 
Bridgetown, Barbadoes, and that when he 
was 5 years old his parents moved to Kings- 
town, — 2 4 he lived until he was 
20 years old.

A Reminder of the Rib Deal—No Default 
by Nelson Morris & Co.

“No Friends, No Money, No Home” Writ- 
ten on a Scrap of Paper. 

An elderly German, name unknown, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday morning in hia room 
at No, 172 East Indiana street by shooting 
himself in the forehead.

GARFIELD PARK OLUB INJUNOTION 
PLEA IS DENIED, 


Judge Collins’ Decision a Broad and Sweep- 
ing One—Betting on Horse Racing Is 
Gambling Under Illinois and Common 

Law, and the Race Track a Thing Not 

to Be Protected—Bicyecle Politics and 

the Slate That Has Been Made—Welch’s 
| Long Tramp. 

According to a sweeping decision rendered by 
Judge Collins yesterday the Garfield Park club 
has no chance for existence. The opinion was 
given in the bill brought by the Garfield Park 
clab to restrain the Mayor and Chief of Police 
from in any manner interfering with its racing. 
It was contended that the club was legally organ- 
ized to conduct racing and therefore had the 
right to book-making and pool-selling, without 
which it conld not succeed in business. Charges 
were made that the Mayor and Chief of Police 
had conspired to destroy the Garfield Park club 
and thus advance the interests of the Hawthorne 
race-track. 

n substance the court held that betting on a 
horse race was gam that pool-se in an 
inclosure was punisha ie ages 22 of the 
Criminal Code on gaming ; that complainant had 
no redress in a court equity because the law.

THAT SCHOOL QUESTION CONSPIRACY, 


How the Democrats Schemed to Keep Ed- 
ucational Matters in Politics.

WHO PAYS THE DUTY! 


Canadian Farmers Know the Answer to 
This Question—All the Border American 
Farmers Have Found Out that Canadians 
Pay It. : 

Lockport, N. T., Oct. 31.—It is pleasant to 
drive through this northern end of the State 
just now. The country roads are good, the 
air is bracing, and the maples and beeches are 
arrayed in garish autumn colors. The farm- 
ers have shaken off the apathy about which so 
much has been said and are campaigning with 
their old-time vim. The agricultural sched 
of the McKinley act is a leading issue he 
abouts.

Ex-Judge Altgeld, who has deluded himself into 
the belief that he is running for Governor and in 
that faith is personally conductiag a campaign 
upon the lowest plane to which a candidate fora 
State office in Illinois has ever lowered himself, 
made a record while sitting on the bench of the 
Superior Court, some allusion to which has ap- 
8 in your columns. Among otber scorings 

e received from the Sapreme Court which I have 
not seen mentioned is the castigation reported in 
the case of Pardridge et al. vs. Ryan, 134 III., 247, 
251. Ryan had brought suit in the usual form of 
such action against Pardridge and others for a 
balance which he claimed to be due him for serv- 
ices, When the case came on to be heard and a 
jury had been impaneled Judge Altgeld auto- 
cratically and despotically discharged the jury 
and changed the form of action. Of this jadicia 
tyranoy the Supreme Court said: 

“ The course pursued by the lower court, as set 
forth in the foregoing er, was arbitrary in the 
extreme. Against the protest of the plaintiff his 
form of action was changed from assumpsit to ac- 
count, but no cha was made in the character 
of the pleadings. "Unar adeclaration and pleas 
appropriate to the action of assumpsit proceed- 
ings were taken which were only proper in an ac- 


tion of account,” 

It requires no legal training to perceive that the 
Supreme Court's nage translated into plain 
words means that ex-Judge Altgeld was not only 
brutally unjust in making the order, but 
having made the order, singularly — of 
the proper manner of conducting the further pro- 
cee dings.
